Not withstanding the defects of state su­ 
pervision. the exp« use and annoyance it 
Imposes upon the companies, and Its lia­ 
bility to be abused, I believe the evils 
of no supervision are such as inhere in all 
government: the evils of non-supervision 
are the evils of anarchy. 
Human nature 
is tile same—or perhaps a little more as­ 
sertive, when acting behind the screen 
of a corporation as when acting on Indi­ 
vid us I responsibility. 
lf we se<’k r r tin* motives of 
these 
various requirem ents I do not think we

H e stood the journey rem arkab ly well 
and was in excellent spirits and a p ­ 
peared to be free from any pain. 
W ith Mrs. Roosevelt the president 
•was driven directly to th e tem porary 
W hite House on Jackson place, where 
he will rem ain until able to be on his 
feet. 
The president w as tak en to hts 
room on the second floor and had his 
wound dressed. 
L ater he w as reported 
to be resting easily. 
He rem ained in bed all day and ex e­ 
cutive business on the train practically 
w as discontinued. 
Few letters or tele­ 
gram s were w ritten or received. 
The 
president slept soundly all through the 
night until 8 o’clock in the morning. 
Even the noise in the depot at P itts ­ 
burg, where th e train rem ained in the 
early m orning for about 20 minutes, 
failed to aw aken him. 
W hen Dr. L ung 
w ent to the 
president's 
stateroom 
shortly before 9 o’clock he found his 
patient in rare good hum or and excel­ 
lent physical condition,

Every pane of 
glass in the building 
aud tile adjoining 
structures, was broken. 
The proprietor gave u banquet last night 
in honor of his wife who had Just return­ 
ed from Germany and McKee 
was 
a 
nest. 
During tile evening McKee and 
randt quarreled over the former’s atten­ 
tions to Mrs. Brandt and McKee left the 
hotel with threats of revenge. 
He returned about 4 o’clock and is said 
to have exploded the dynamite In the room 
above that occupied by Brandt and ids 
wife, subsequently shooting himself In tho 
head. 
McKee was about 28 years of age 
and It la said was in fairly good circum­ 
stances. 
He came here several years ago 
from Philadelphia. 
A member of

Brandt family stated that he had loot con 
siderable money at the races recently and 
had acted irrationally.

In some cases corporate names have 
been assumed and the literature issued 
states that these concerns are incor­ 
porated. 
The "turf commission’’ offices raided 
were those of the A rm strong-Baldwin 
company and the Douglass-Daly com­ 
pany. 
The matrimonial agencies vis­ 
ited were the Ball Advertising Agency. 
C. la. Wells alias C. L. Weller, United 
Publishing company, Loretto Publish­ 
ing company, and J. S. Main company. 
The literature of the "turf commission” 
was similar and each concern accused 
the other of stealing its circulars and 
testimonials. 
The letters found in the 
various matrimonial offices also 
were 
so similar as to suggest a 
common 
author and the same photographs of 
handsome women and prosperous a p ­ 
pearing men were found In use In the 
several 
agencies. 
A 
memorandum 
found In one of the "turf offices" show­ 
ed the receipt of from $05 to $193 daily.

Kansas City Platform 
Cause More Trouble 


By A peculated P ress to The Sun. 
NEW HAVEN. Conn., Sept. 25.—Wit ll 
the prospect of a spirited factional pat­ 
tie over the endorsement 
of the Kan­ 
sas City platform and a close contest 
for the head of the state ticket, the 
600 delegates representing 
the 
demo­ 
cratic party of Connecticut assembled 
in state convention here today. 
The 
program included the nomination of 
candidates for the various state offices, 
a candidate for the new office of con­ 
gressman at large, the choice of a new 
state central committee and the adop­ 
tion of a platform for the campaign. 
When the delegates werjt into ses­ 
sion at 10.45 o'clock the contest between 
the supporters of Melbert Ii. Cary of 
Ridgefield and Mayor Charles F. Thay­ 
er of Norwich for the 
gubernatorial 
nomination was still unsettled, each 
side asserting 
confidence of 
victory. 
The platform situation was equally un­ 
settled. 
The committee on resolutions 
had failed up to that hour to come to 
an agreement and at the opening of the 
convention it was announced that dur­ 
ing the speech of the chairman, Hon. 
John J. Walsh of Norwalk, the com­ 
mittee on resolutions would be permit­ 
ted to retire and resume their delibera­ 
tions, thus allowing further time for 
the consideration of the platform- 
Chairman Walsh then addressed the 
convention. 
Toward the end of the address, when 
the speaker paid a glowing tribute to 
Governor George P. McLean 
for 
his 
stand on the m atte r of constitutional 
reform, the utterance was greeted with 
prolonged applause. 
Just then a young delegate arose and 
shouted: 
"Ab 
a 
democrat 
I 
propose 
three 
cheers for George P. McLean.” 
The cheers were not given because 
the speaker raised a hand of warning 
and the enthusiast dropped to his seat. 
The speech lasted about 35 rn.mites. 
Meanwhile the committee on resolu­ 
tions was having the warmest kind of 
a wrangle over the platform. 
W. H. H. Hewitt of New Haven was 
invited to say a few words expressing 
the sentiment of the Kansas City plat­ 
form adherents. 
In substance he ar­ 
gued that re-affirmntlon was essential 
to secure victory and if the re-affirma- 
tton plank was rejected ten thousand 
ltryan men would stay away from the 
polls. 
Meanwhile the convention decided 
to 
take a recess but tho deliberations of the 
platform framers went on. 
An amend­ 
ment 
to the preamble asserting faith in 
the principles of d* mocracy as outlined at 
Hi** last rational convention was rejected 
by the committee. 
Eugene A. Flake of 
Guilford denounced the 
committee 
and 
taking up his hat and umbrella walked 


out cf the meeting, stating to the chair­ 
man that he resigned his membership in 
the committee. 
After the withdrawal of 
Delegate 
Flake, the committee’s discussion con­ 
tinued, but with lessened heat 
and 
shortly before I o’clock an agreement 
was reached. 
Tho convention then re­ 
sumed its session. 
The platform as reported 
was 
In 
part as follows: 
‘‘We, the representatives of the dem­ 
ocratic party of the state of Connecti­ 
cut, in convention assembled, do re­ 
affirm our allegiance to the democracy 
of the nation and re-assert our faun 
in its principles. 
‘‘We have no sympathy with the re­ 
publican policy of fostering and pro­ 
tecting monopolies by legislation and 
at the expense of the people. 
We be­ 
lieve that the prices of beef, coal and 
other necessities of life 
have 
been 
raised 
through 
illegal 
combinations 
and by means of 
special 
privileges 
conceded to monopolies by the party 
in power, and we. therefore, demand 
the immediate repeal of all tariff upon 
trust produced articles, go aa to pre­ 
vent monopoly under the plea of pro­ 
tection. 
We also demand 
the 
most 
stringent enforcement of all existing 
laws against trusts and the passage 
of such new laws as we are required 
to supplement and give potency to ex­ 
isting statutes. 
We demand publicity 
as to the affairs of corporations en­ 
gaged In Interstate commerce and the 
enactment of laws requiring all 
such 
corporations, before 
doing 
business 
outside the state of their origin to 
show that they have no water in their 
stock and tUnt they are not designed 
to monopolize any branch of business 
or the production of any articles of 
merchandise.” 
Reciprocity with Cuba 
Is 
favored 
and an immediate reduction of 
the 
tariff on Cuban imports is urged. Oth­ 
er planks protest against the granting 
of shin subsidies, favor the election of 
United States senators by popular vote 
and demand 
legislation 
to 
prevent 
“government by injunction.'' 
On the reference to the question of 
the 
constitutional 
reform which was 
discussed for several months before the 
state 
constitutional 
committee 
early 
this year, 
the platform says: 
“W e declare our faith in 
the historic 
system 
of town government and com­ 
mit ourselves to its observation. 
At 
the same time we pledged our efforts to 
secu re the adoption 
of a constitution 
whl^b shall 
offer the 
populous 
com­ 
munities a 
just and adequate 
repreJ 
sentatton In the house 
of representa­ 
tives.” 
The platform 
as presented 
by 
the 
committee 
was adopted and the con­ 
vention then proceeded to the nomina­ 
tion of candidates for state officers.

Tuft* since the famous ak and SU Hag 
rush in the fall of 1896. 
The

Was also a striking innovation for the 
college, as the freshmen were at the 
bottom of it, and practically forced 
the sophomores to fight. 
The class of 1906 resented the action 
o f 1906 in laying down rules of conduct 
for the freshmen, and determined to 
show the “sophs'’ what could be done 
by a well organized band 
of 
husky 
freshmen. 
About midnight, In accordance with 
e prearranged plan, they began to gath­ 
er behind the Barnum Museum. 
Boon 
there were 60 men present. 
Interlock­ 
ing arms, they effected u solid form a­ 
tion, and under the direction of Mar­ 
shal Geoffrey W inslow, 
marched 
up 
the hill and through the co lle g e yard, 
cheering for 1906 and shouting defi­ 
ance lo 1906. 
The sophomores, as well as the Jun­ 
iors and seniors, were nearly all In 
bed, but lights at once began to uppeur 
throughout the dormitories and In a 
few' minutes the w'hole hill was awake. 
Not a single member of the class of 
1905, however, came In sight. 
And 
again the freshmen cheered and chal­ 
lenged them to a rush, and 
yet 
the 
"sophs'' failed to put in an ap p ear­ 
ance. 
Finally the fresides found and took 
captive a big “soph'’, and proceeded 
haze him. 
ie "sophs,“ upon learning that one 
of their number had been taken cap­ 
tive, at once got together, not only for 
B 
e purpose of rescuing him, but also 
avenge them selves on the freshmen. 
W aldo E. Dodge of Hyde Burk 
was 
made temporary marshal and was giv­ 
en charge of the 1905 phalanx. 
The 1905 men came tearing down the 


hill In solid formation. 
I ae freshm en 
were more or less scattered, but they 
got together as quickly 
o s 
p o s s i b l e , 
and the two classes met In the middle 
of the street, directly in front of M et­ 
calf hall. 
They cnme together with a 
crash. 
The crowd of nearly IOO men swayed 
back and forth for a moment, and then 
began to break and dissolve Itself into 
individual s t r u g g l e s . 
The men clinch­ 
ed and rolled over and over In the dirt, 
or squared off and had a vicious set- 
to, as the case might be. for an hour 
Then the fight w*as called a draw, and 
“sophs’’ and "freebie*” m arched back 
to their respective beds.

Kremlin when Kremlin was marked at 
2.07 8-4 and was then the greatest horse 
on the trnck. 
At the Allen farm also he 
looked after "Arlan," the famous, w’ho 
did 2.10 as a three year old nnd he also 
had under his care as a three year old 
the latter day Queen of the turf. Allx, 
nnd Directum. 2,06 1-4 and Direct. 2.05 1-2 
While at the Allen farm Mr. Desmond 
sent n case of horse shoes to the world's 
fair snowing the grant variety of foot 
gear for horses and was awarded a pre­ 
mium. 
Since then he has added each new 
style of shoe to the case and has now 
over IO) different Styles, no two alike. 
From the Allen farm he came here to 
Hocd's farm and worked 
there 
three 
years among such celebrated anim als as 
Vassar and K atie Mac. 
Four years ago 
he decided to open a forge of his own nnd 
upon opening at the corner of Middle and 


Shattuck streets mot w ith im mediate suc­ 
cess. 
Ills business outgrowing his orig­ 
inal quarters he bought out his present 
establishm ent Inst March. 
During his career, too, he had charge 
for n time, of tho shoeing departm ent of 
the H arv ard V eterinary school In Boston 
and there made a study of the hoof from 
a v eterin ary^ 
standpoint. 
He made a 
particular study of the difficult part of 
keeping the hoof level nnd considers it the 
most im portant part of horse shoeing. 
While with the stock farms, Mr. D es­ 
mond travelled with the trotters and has 
been over the grand circuit m any times. 
He was the first horse shoer to set up a 
forge under canvas on the race track and 
his Innovation Is now followed by every 
large ©table In the country.

than the B u rk e Tem perance Institute. 
Its history is that of one long effort 
to aid and im prove young 
men, 
to 
guide and direct them in the proper 
w alks of life, to point out the snares 
and pitfalls 
abounding in the path­ 
w ays and instil 
am bition w ithin them 
to lead high lives that they m ay be 
good citizens and fellowm en— a credit 
to them selves und the com m unity. 
The works of w orth recorded to the 
B u rk e s’ credit should be compiled and 
printed, and distributed 
among 
the 
various societies that their 
members 
m ay be encouraged by reading such 
acts of vo lu n tary kindness and deter­ 
mined methods. 
The form ation of the B u rk e Tem per­ 
ance Institu te was the result of an in ­ 
spiration that possessed a prominent 
young man of that tim e named Thomas 
F . G illigan. 
B y tremendous efforts he 
aroused the young men to a realization 
of dangers surrounding them m ainly 
from the use of drink. 
M r. G illigan persisted and succeeded 
In getting about one hundred men at a 
m eeting held in the basement of Byon 
street 
schoolhouse— old ward ?> ward 
room. 
It was a memorable occasion. 
Those who attended alw ays recur to it 
w ith pleasure. 
A t the conclusion of Mr. G illigan's 
speech, the society was formed and at 
once the pledge was signed by him, fol­ 
lowed by others. 
M r. Ed w a rd F. Flattery, the present 
police court probation officer, assisted 
Mr. G illigan by portraying the a d van t­ 
ages of men leading sober lives and in­ 
duced m anv w avering ones to decide 
it once to join the society and take the 
pledge. 
W h e t to name the 
body 
perplexed 
them somewhat. 
F in a lly a young man 
arose and quietly began quoting para­ 
graphs and sayings from the sermons 
Pf an em in en tlrish priest whose life had 
Peen one of worth and influence, leav- 
ng a name that would live in history 
for the good he had done- 
The speaker 
closed by saying that the body would 
lonor itself and the Irish priest. F a th ­ 
er Tom Burke, by calling 
itself 
the 
Burke Tem perance Institute. 
It w as 
:he very name desired and so ordered 
it once. 
The need of a spiritual director was 
apparent. 
A committee 
visited 
Rev. 
W illiam D. Joyce, O. M. I., then pastor 
af the new’ pnrish of the Sacred Heart, 
and requested that he assume the du­ 
ties. 
H e was delighted to do so and 


went to the next meeting. 
In a short 
time they had learned to love the good 
F ath e r Jo yce and his advice was a l­ 
w ays heeded w ith devoutness and rev­ 
erence. 
A t the election of offlcersheld T. F. G il­ 
ligan became president, J. E. Enright, vice 
president 
and Janies Pacey, secretary. 
En fortunately Mr. Gilligan’s health fall ti 
and within a few months lie died. 
The 
work fell upon the vice president and 
secretary till the regular election when 
Jam es Pacey bcoaine president, serving 
throughout the year 1&S6. 
This is tho 
year the real old timers like to refer to; 
it was the banner one of the Burkes In 
many respects, that of redemption, good 
fellowship and prosperity. 
John E. E n ­ 
right, now gen'I delivery clerk at the local 
pcrtoffice was the shining star; with his 
clear cut, optimistic sayings h<> lifted the 
Burkes from their lowly and discouraging 
condition, and keeping the bright side a l­ 
ways to their view, compelled fortune's 
tid' to bear them onward to the zenith of 
greatness. 
Tho society became the lead­ 
ing temperance organization in the state, 
the membership being increased to 650. 
The quarters In the old Grand Arm y hell 
were taxed to the utmost capacity. Fr. 
Joyce constantly attended to the wants 
of the members. 
President Pacey, insist- j 
tnt and persistent with temperance prin­ 
ciples, Mr. Enright cheerful, w itty and j 
pm gtnt to all, made up a trium virate! 
working together nlong different lines, ! 
which then or rrnw would require much to 
duplicate. 
The society removed to IS 
Middle street in J8*« and remained there 
six years. 
Many well-known mer. served J 
os president during that time, namely [ 
John If. McNabb, John F. Roane, Jam es 


A . Sullivan, 
John P . Watson, 
Frank 
O'Ha TO. 
Affairs went on smoothly, the Burkes 
were foremost in parades, sociables, bails, 
dramatics and minstrelsy and 
national 
sports. 
In I SOI a new distinct influence be­ 
gan to affect the members; the interest 
had been w aning som ewhat; the w o rk­ 
ings and doings had become conven­ 
tional. 
W h en the interest became low 
and receding thin influence in the per­ 
son of M ichael Sexton asserted itself 
and in a short tim e resulted in tran s­ 
form ing the Burkes into a progressive 
and am bitious body. 
M r Sexton 
became 
president. 
H e 
conceived 
the 
idea 
of 
the society 
owning and controlling a building that 
would be a m onument to its endeavors. 
H is 
unshaken 
efforts 
accomplished 
what he planned; he saw the beautiful 
structure completed and proud was the 
day when the Bu rkes moved into its 
home. 
The career of the society is one of 
varied interest; its doings are m anifold 
and its Influence reacher m any house­ 
holds in our city and through the great 
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country. 
The prayers 
of 
good. God- 
loving people have helped it in times 
of distress and it is hoped that its ex­ 
istence w ill continue for therein lies 
the happiness of m any fam ilies. 
The government of 
the 
society is 
vested in its board of trustees, nam ely: 
Jam es Pacey, Charles Gallagher, Jo h n 
J. Devlin, Jam es J. Redmond, Jo h n H. 
O 'Neil, Fra n k D evlin.

SUPT. DONLAN’S R EPO RT. 
Supt. Donlan submitted the following re­ 


port: Whole number, 425; deaths, 7; births, 
3; tram ps, 17. 
Continuing the report read: 
In this institution the num ber of In­ 
sane ranges from 110 to 120, for which I 
have 4 attendants, thus 
giving 
each 
about 28 or 23 insane inm ates under their 
care. Other Institutions have one atten d ­ 
ant to about every IO insane and

such as recently occurred a t Medfield. 
I 
would advocate an Increase in the num ­ 
ber of attendan ts for the insane and hope 
you will give the m a tter careful consider­ 
ation.

of thousands of dollars to 
the city of Lowell. 
After solving the coal problem In 
a 
m anner that has caused favorable and 
envious comment 
in nearly every city 
In N ew England, 
he turned bls a tten ­ 
tion to the wood 
question and as the 
result of a week's investigation he left 
this noon for New H am pshire and will 
not come back until he has corralled a 
supply of wood for the city. 
His coal schem es w ere both practical 
an d original for he w ent about them as 
lf w orking for 
bls own private Inter­ 
ests and he w as form erly Iii the 
coal 
business. 
His plan to mix buckw heat and soft 
coal has been favorable commented up­ 
on

New England, while by f r e t t i n g a third 
interest In behalf of the city in a vessel 
going 
to W ales for a cargo of Welsh 
coal he proved conclusively that he Is 
ever on the alert for any project that 
will benefit the city. 
For the past week Purchasing Agent 
R o u r k e has been seriously considering 
not only the poor who are dependent 
upon the pauper 
departm ent, but the 
poor who ure not,

the price of fuel becomes exorbitant. 
Finding th at there Is n disposition on the 
part of owners of the available wood sup­ 
ply in Jewell and vicinity to unnecessar­ 
ily shove up the price of both hard and 
■oft wood. and that there Is n!so nu effort 
being made by the speculators to corner 
the m arket In this very necessary com­ 
modity, the purchasing agent decided sev­ 
eral days avo that he would go up into 
Maine and New Ham pshire and if possi­ 
ble. purchase four or five thousand cords 
of wood. which he thinks he may he able 
to procure for about five dollars a cord,

It was decided that the new press 
should be erected in the basement of 
The Sun building, and in order that 
sufficient room and proper facilities 
might be provided, It was necessary 
to enlarge the basement 
area.

OUR FIRST PRINTING PRESS 


The above is a sketch of 
the 
first 


press built nn-Y operated by the pro­ 


prietor of The Sun and his brother in 


1866. 
It w as built of wood with iron 


braces and erected on a common kitch­ 


en table. 
The \vork of 
construction 


w a s carried on nights 
and 
occupied 


about 
three m onths, the 
boys 
being 


obligC'd to work in the mill in the day 


time 
Through the centre of the table 


ran an iron rod connecting the toggle 


of the press with the impression lever 


which w as operated by foot. 
The ink­ 


ing of the type w as done by liand, and 


the press w as used for printing paper 


bags, business cards, etc. 
The capaoity 


o f the press w a s about 203 im pressions 


an hour. The boys worked on the press 


nights after their d ay’s labor in the 


mill, and it generally took about three 


or four nights to print 1,000 paper bags, 


for which they received the munificent 


sum of 75 cents. 
Tw o thousand im ­ 


pressions a w eek w'as the average out­ 


put of their little printing office, w'hich 


w as situated in the attic of a tenem ent 


building on M arket street on the site 


of the brick structure now owned by 


rir. .X. J. Wler. 


The size of sheet which it w as possi­ 


ble to print on this rude 
press 
w as 


about one-quarter of a page of The 


^un. 
For the sake of comparison let 


us .see w h at this little press could do 


today. 
If the 24 pages of today’s Sun 


were folded into quarter sheet size and 


printed one-quarter of 
a 
page at a 


time, 
It would be possible, lf suitable 
flat plates were furnished, to print to­

T h e magnificent 
press which is illustrated 


on page thirteen is the largest, fastest and best 


newspaper 
printing 
and 
folding 
machine 
ever 
erected in Lowell. 
It is the first 24-plate news- 
paper press to come into the city, and the 
first 
tapeless press to come into 
New 
h.ngland. 
It 
was built by the famous firm of R. Hoe & 
Co. 
of New Y o r k and 
London, who have 
been 
for 


three generations the leading 
press 
builders 
of 


the w’orld. 


Our 
readers can 
have 
some 
idea 
of 
the 
rapacity of the press when we state that it 
will 
print and deliver papers 
of four, six, eight, 
ten, 
twelve, sixteen, twenty or twenty-four pages all 
folded, inset and counted in bundles of 25 or 50 
as the pressman may desire. 
It not only counts 
the bundles, but keeps the total count as 
well. 


It will print and deliver 
newspapers up to 
and 
including 12 pages, at the normal running .“'pe d 
of 24,000 complete 
papers per 
hour, 
and 
this 
speed

TECHNICAL 
DETAILS. 


T h e 
following 
detailed description 
of the 
workings of the press will be especially intcrcst- 
ing to printers. 
7'iie press is built 
in 
three 
sections, each 
section being practically 
a complete 
press with 
separate 
inking and 
printing cylinders. 
When 
the product of tile three sections is needed, all 
three can be connected and the webs 
associated 
and turned into the folder. 
W hen fewer pages 
are demanded, the number of cylinders required 
are connected and no more. 
Should any section 
be damaged by accident, it can be 
disconnected 
and the 
remaining section will 
produce 
papers 
as large as sixteen pages until repairs are made. 
Should two of the 
sections become disabled, the 
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remaining section can 
be 
run 
singly, 
and 
an 
edition 
of 8-page 
papers xan 
be 
printed 
by 
running but one-third of the machine. 
In order 
to produce 6, lo, or 
2opage papers 
the 
inset 
or half 
sheet 
can 
be 
run 
from 
any 
of 
the 
cylinders, on either side 
of the 
press 
and 
in­ 
serted anywhere between the cover pages. 
The 
press 
is 
absolutely 
ta pel ess, 
and 
in 
this, the builders 
have 
accomplished 
something 
for which they have been striving for more than 
forty years. 
Pressmen who have been 
bothered 
with 
tapes 
can 
appreciate 
the 
advantage 
of 
doing 
away with these tormenting devices 
for 


controlling the sheet. 
The smutty streak which 
is often seen on newspapers, is due to the tapes 
which 
are used for carrying 
the 
web; 
but on 
this press no tapes of any kind touch the sheet, 
and as a consequence it is delivered 
clean 
and 
spotless. 


The travel 
of the 
paper 
is 
in 
a 
straight 
line; there are no angle bars or turning devices 
of any kind on 
the press, the 
webs being 
kept 
straight 
and 
parallel 
until 
they 
are 
finally 
printed and collected 
into 
the 
folder. 
Two of 
the 
three 
rolls 
of 
paper 
are on 
the 
floor, it 
being necessary 
to 
hoist but 
one, and 
that 
a 
very short distance. 
No slitting knives are used 
on the press and the 
dust 
and 
annoyance 
in­ 
cidental to their 
use 
is 
avoided. 
The 
inking 
apparatus 
is 
very 
ingenious 
and 
easily 
con­ 
trolled. 
The 
pressman 
need 
not 
touch 
the 
fountain 
screws 
to 
adjust 
the 
color. 
By 
a 
system of levers he can increase or decrease the 
ink on 
any 
page 
or 
on 
all 
pages 
while 
the 
pr i i is running without soiling his fingers. 


The folder is operated without the old style 
drop-blades 
or 
“chopping knives” 
as 
they 
are 
usually termed, the paper being folded 
by the 
patent 
“ form er” 
folder 
and 
delivered 
into 
a 
rotary basket 
without coming in 
contact 
with 
any mechanism that can either mar or tear 
the 


paper. 
The 
sheet 
is 
held 
in 
full 
control 
during 
its 
travel 
through 
both the 
press 
and 
the folder until it is finally cut off. 


The usual fly is dispensed with 
in 
deliver­ 
ing the papers, 
and there 
are 
no 
grippers 
of 
any kind to smut or teat^ the sheet. 
All the 
trouble which pressmen usually experience 
from 
electricity 
is 
entirely 
obviated. 
W hen a 
half 
sheet is 
inset 
the 
page 
is 
not 
made 
shorter 
than 
the 
other 
pages 
as 
is 
done 
on 
some 
presses, the inset page being 
turned on the in­ 
side almost invisibly, while 
the 
outside 
margin 
remains the same as the other pages. 


An ingenious 
plan 
for 
putting 
the 
offset 
muslins on 
the 
cylinders 
is 
attached 
to 
this 
press. 
An 
entire web 
of 
muslin 
is 
rolled up 
inside 
the 
cylinder 
sufficiently 
long 
to 
make 
fifteen 
changes; 
these 
can 
be shifted, 
and a 
new muslin placed over any of the cylinders 
in 
less than a minute. 
On 
the 
old 
style 
presses 
this operation occupied about an hour’s time. 


The 
press 
is 
fitted 
with 
H oe’s 
patent 
spring 
roller 
attachment 
which 
regulates 
the 


tension of the 
sheet 
automatically 
on 
crooked 
rolls. 
The patented V shaped 
friction 
clutches 
regulate 
the 
margins 
and 
control 
the 
lateral 


motion of the webs. 


It will be interesting to pressmen 
to 
learn 


that the press can be plated 
without 
disturbing 
the form rollers. 
The printing and 
delivery of 
the sheet is not dependent upon 
momentum 
o r ' 
acceleration in any manner. 
All the movements 
are positive; and it matters 
not 
how 
slow 
or 
how fast the press runs, the papers are 
uniform 


in register and fold. 


The ink distribution is perfection itself, the 


press having 42 composition rollers 
for 
distrib­ 


uting and laying 
on the ink. 
This will 
enable 
us to print the finest half 
tones 
at 
full 
speed 


with good results. 
T he auxiliary machines for making the plates 


are all of the very latest patented models. 
The 
beating 
brush 
which 
is 
generally 
used 
for 


driving in the matrix is superseded by a patented 
matrix roller, 
which 
does 
in 
one 
half 
minute 
what two workmen would 
require 
several 
min­ 
utes to do with 
the 
brush, and 
docs 
it 
much 


better. 


The casting box is 
automatic 
in its opera­ 
tion 
and 
easily 
handled. 
T he 
tail 
cutter 
is a 
most 
ingenious 
machine. 
The 
common 
practice is to 
trim 
one side of the plate, then 
turn 
it and 
trim the 
other, 
but by 
this 
new 
machine both sides of the plate are trimmed at 
one turn while the 
tail piece 
is 
cut 
off. 
The 


machine for shaving the plates is rapid and 
ac­ 
curate, and after shaving a plate, throws 
it out 
automatically to the workman. 


The matrices are dried by means of double 
steam 
tables 
set 
at 
right 
angles. 
One 
or 
both may be used as required. 


The mechanical construction of the press is 
of the 
very 
highest 
order. 
In 
fact 
the Hoe 
standard 
of press 
building is conceded to 
be 
the standard of excellence all over the world. 


All 
the 
gears, 
throughout the 
press 
are 
machine cut, no cast gears 
of any kind 
being 
used. 
T he 
bearing boxes 
are all 
lined 
with 


composition bronze, and set into the side frames 
with 
adjustable screws. 
The shafts of all 
the 
cylinders are made of forged 
steel 
driven 
into 
place by hydraulic pressure. 
There are no cast 
iron shafts or 
bearings 
of 
any 
description 
on 
the press, *all being forged 
steel 
with 
phosphor 
bronze 
gun 
metal 
or 
composition 
bearings 
throughout. 


The machine, complete 
with 
auxiliary 
ma­ 
chinery weighs over fifty tons, and 
so perfect is 
the 
workmanship 
that 
a 
common 
toy 
marble 
can be placed on the side-frame while the 
press 
is running at full 
speed, and 
it will not 
move 


or roll 
off, 
the 
machine 
being 
so 
free 
from 


vibration or spring of any kind. 


The press is driven by a thirty horse-power- 


compound electric motor built 
expressly for the 
purpose by 
the 
New 
England 
Motor 
Co. 
of 
this city. 
The speed is controlled by a patented 
electric controller built expressly for The Sun 
press by the Cutler-Hammer Manufacturing Co. 
of New York. 
By 
this 
system of control 
the 
press can be run at a speed so slow 
as 
to 
be 
almost 
imperceptible 
and 
held 
at 
any 
point 
between the slowest and the highest speed. 
By 
a 
system 
of 
clutches 
connected 
with 
a 
slow 
motion, the 
press 
can 
be 
started 
and 
moved 
one-eighth of an inch 
and 
stopped 
under 
the 
complete control 
of 
the 
pressman. 
This does 
away with the labor of barring the press around 
for the 
purpose of 
plating 
it 
or 
making 
ad­ 
justments. 
It 
is 
possible 
with this 
system 
of 
control to 
safely thread 
the 
web 
through 
the 
press while it is 
being driven 
direct from 
the 


motor. 
The motor is so connected that it runs 
only when the press 
runs, 
and 
stops 
with 
it. 
There is a system of electrical push buttons placed 
at six different points on both sides of the machine, 
and by pressing any one of 
these 
buttons 
the 
press 
is 
instantly 
stopped. 
This 
enables 
the 
pressman or any of his assistants to stop the 
press 
from 
any 
point 
when 
necessary. 
The 


motor and controller are both concealed beneath 
the press and the only visible means of 
control 
is the starting wheel, the shaft of which 
comes 


through the floor. 


The machine on the whole is far the largest, 


most complete and most perfect piece of mech­ 
anism ever put 
into a newspaper office in this 


city. 
It is in reality the crowning triumph of 


Lowell’s greatest newspaper.

ning papers Just before dark. but The 
Hun showed the people of Lowell that 
there was a arrent deal of news be­ 
tween morning and evening that might 
he gathered and printed to advantage. 
The Sun, therefore, 
was 
the 
first 
paper to Issue an early afternoon edi­ 
tion, and after a few months of sur­ 
prising success Its rivals followed suit 
and imitated The Sun. 
Soon after The Sun Issued u second 
edition, and Its astonished neighbors 
looked on, and predicted its failure, 
hut after noting the Increased popu­ 
larity of The Sun, they concluded to 
Im itate once more nod put out a sec­ 
ond edition, but us usual they were 
too late to meet with popular favor. 
The Sun then put 
out 
n 
third 
or 
night edition, and of course the im ita­ 
to r s followed suit with a night edition. 
The Sun 
secured 
the 
Associated 


Dress franchise and carried the 
first 
lensed telegraphic wire Into Its office. 
This was something which 
Its rivals 
could not readily Imitate on 
account 
of the heavy expense, brit after suffer­ 
ing a decrease In their circulation that 
threatened to wipe them out of exist­ 
ence, they made some kind of a pre­ 
tense of 
imitating 
The Sim ’s 
tele­ 
graphic service, but thus far The Hun a 
service stands unrivalled. 
The Sun first conceived the idea of 
establishing a perfect bulletin service, 
and for the Hist time In the history of 
Lowell 
Inaugurated tile 
practice 
of 
putting out numerous bulletins In front 
*jf The Hun building 
aa 
fast 
as the 
news came. 
This was met 
with 
a 
great deal of 
derision by our 
asso­ 
ciates in the newspaper business, but 
as usual they followed suit after The 
Sun’s bulletins proved to be a 
su c­ 
cess, and the feeble manner In which 
they are trying to Imitate them today 
Is the only thing that 
is 
ludicrous 
about the bulletin situation. 
The Sun was the first newspaper In 
Lowell to give out free to the public a 
telegraphic 
megaphone

Children 


The schools for 
defective 
children 
Which Providence was the first city In 
the United State* to adopt have ever 
Ainee their Inception been objects of 
great Interest on the part of educators 
generally, and the city has been visited 
by many seekers after Information con­ 
cerning their establishrnent and 
con­ 
duct. 
These schools, like the disciplin­ 
ary schools, which form another special 
feature of the Providence school sys­ 
tem, are conducted on 
the 
ungraded 
plan and are founded on the theory 
that children who are troublesome in 
conduct or deficient In intelligence need 
special attention. 
The success of these rpeolnl schools 
In Providence has been very great and 
bas shown conclusively that the theory 
is correct and that there are better 
methods of discipline than harsh treat­ 
ment and severe punishment and better 
ways of trying to teach those children 
who are backward In 
their 
studies 
than the old methods of keeping them 
In the same classes and giving them 
only the same attention that Is accord­ 
ed those wrho are bright and learn eas­ 
ily. 
Special attention has been found 
to be what Is needed for both these 
Classes of pupils and to secure 
that 
separate schools and separate teachers 
are required. 
Other cities after Investigation and 
study of the Providence plan nre pre­ 
paring to adopt it in their own school 
departm ent*. 
New' York and Brook­ 
line, Mass., will Introduce It the com- j 
fng school year and Boston Is nearly ! 
t»e«dv to make such schools a part of 
Its educational system.

I grade. 
The advantages are, therefore, 
i two-fold. 
Th*' backward children are 
given the training they need nnd at the 
| same time their removal from the reg- 
I ular classes enables the brighter pupils 
to make better progress because they

therefore, that the special classes not 
only benefit directly those

Gen. Alger, was then adopted without 
an opposing voice, amid loud and con­ 
tinued cheering from the Alger sup­ 
porters.

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U. S. SUPREME COURT 


New Appointments are Soon 
To Come

It May Fall to Roosevelt’s Lot 
to 
Appoint More Justices of 
Supreme Court Than Any of 
His 
Predecessors 
in 
Recent 
Times 


The observation having been made that 
it may fall to the lot of President Roose­ 
velt, particularly lf he should be elected 
to a second term, to appoint more justices 
of the supreme court than any of his pre- 
decessars on recent times makes pertinent 
the personnel of that “most august body 
In the world.” 
It was only a year ago 
last January that the centennial of Thief 
Justice Marshall's installation was com­ 
memorated, yet the great “expounder of 
the constitution,” was the fourth appoint­ 
ment, and there have been but four chief 
justices since. 
President Washington 
appointed 
the 
first three chief Justices—John Jay, John 
Rutledge and Oliver Ellsworth, John Mar­ 
shall was appointed by John Adams, R. B. 
Taney by Andrew Jackson, 
S. P. Chase 
by Abraham Lincoln, M. R. Waite by U. 
8. Grant and Melville W. Fuller by Grover 
Cleveland. 
Chief Justice Fuller is thus 
the eighth to occupy the elevated posi­ 
tion, and now that it is rumored that ho 
may retire upon full pay pension when 
he reaches the “age limit,” of seventy, 
which is next February, speculation is 
rife as to his successor. 
Who that suc­ 
cessor may be it is difficult to determine 
in advance of any express declaration by 
the president, as there is no precedent 
by wnich the nomination to the chief Jus­ 
ticeship may be prefigured. 
Of the eight chief justices only one—John 
Rutledge of South Carolina—had 
serv­ 
ed previously as an associate justice, each 
of the other incumbents 
having 
been 
taken from outside the court. 
John Jay, 
as is well known, was a distinguished jur­ 
ist and statesman who 
had 
previously 
held the position of secretary of state for 
igrelgn affairs. 
Marshall, the fourth jus- 
TT,we, was secretary of state. 
Tanney had 
been attorney general and had also been 
nominated for secretary of state, but not 
confirmed. 
Chase was Lincoln’s great 
secretary of the trtasury. Waite had not 
been In politics, but had been a member 
of the Geneva award commission. Fuller 
was a politician and a successful Chicago 
lawyer when nominated 
by 
Cleveland, 
but had previously held no high position j 
under the government. 
The functions filled 
by the supreme I 
court as one of the three great co-ordin­ 
ate branches of our government and the 
most powerful and least assailable of the 
three render It imperative of course, that 1 


cnly men of spotless character and un­ 
dot bted ability shall be chosen not only 
for the chief Justiceship, but for the asso­ 
ciate justiceships as well. 
Respecting the 
lining of a vacancy caused by the death 
or retirement of an associate justice, the 
president has a wider range and a larger 
choice of prospective incumbents. 
Now 
that it has been positively stated that As­ 
sociate Justice 8hiras desires to retire 
in October, having passed his seventieth 
birthday by more than seven months, 
several names have been mentioned as 
those from which the president may make 
a choice as to his successor. 
Those most 
prominently brought forth are the pres­ 
ent attorney general of the United States. 
Hon. P. C. Knox; Ole civil governor of 
the Philippines, Hon. William H. Taft and 
William It. Day, judge of 
the United 
States circuit court since 1899. 
All throe 
are well known—too well known to need 
more than mention In this connection. 
Attorney General 
Knox, 
like 
Justice 
Shims, has been a “corporation lawyer.” 
of renown, and moreover, Is a native of 
Pennsylvania, from which state Shiras 
was appointed. 
Although It Is only in 
accord wdth an unwritten law that va­ 
cancies occurring shall be filled from the 
states or geographical sections represent­ 
ed by the retiring Justices, it has been 
pretty well respected 
The court, In fact, 
is well apportioned geographically as at 
prest nt constituted, the 
sections 
repre­ 
sented being as follows: Thief Justice Ful­ 
ler, Illinois; 
Justice Harlan, Kentucky; 
Brewer, Kansas; Brown. Michigan; Shir­ 
as, 
Pennsylvania; 
White, 
Louisiana; 
Peckham, New York; McKenna, Califor­ 
nia, and Holmes (recently appointed 
to 
succeed Gray) Massachusetts. 
The geographic apportionment would he 
fairly well maintained by the appointment 
of any one of the three men mentioned, 
Knox being from Shims' own state, while 
Day and Taft are natives of Ohio. Knox. 
by" the way, is a graduate of 
Mount 
Union college, Ohio, though his home is 
in Pittsburg; 
Taft is a graduate of Yale 
university, and Day’s alma mater is the 
university of Michigan. 
Both Knox and Taft are still promi- 
ently before the public, 
the former as 
United States attorney general, a position 
he has held since March of last year; the 
later as civil governor (the first) of the 
Pl ilippincs since the first week of Juno, 
1901. 
Taft Is the youngest of the trio, 
being forty-five yearn old; Day is fifty- 
three and Knox is sixty. 
As Judge of the 
supe rior court of Ohio, 1887-90, 
J.rd ted 
States solicitor general 1890-92 and I nlted 
States circuit Judge 1892-19 0 Taft has had 
a wide range of experience, particularly 


lf his eminent service In the Philippines 
be cen*, der cd. 
He was aulu tater Inn and 
class orator when he graduated from A a e 
and has always held a high reputation 
ltir ability. 
Judge Day has been less conspicuous of 
late than T au or Knox, but only a few 
years ago he was in the lull ulaze of 
publicity. 
He was assistant secretary of 
atule iii 1897 and succeeded the late john 
Sin mum us secretary of state April, 189s. 
in September of that year lie was ap­ 
pointed chairman 
of the 
now 
historic 
Commission winch met at Parts and el- 
f cete ti permanent peace between bpaln 
ami the United States. 
It is quite germane to the subject to 
inquire us to precedent iii the matter 
of age when 
appointm ents to 
the su ­ 
preme court are considered and also as 
to the number of m em bers that custom 
has 
sanctioned., 
which 
latterly has 
been fixed at nine. 
Chief Justice Fuller reaches the age 
of 70 next February and Justice Harlan 
next June. 
The oldest Is Justice Shir­ 
as, already mentioned as being 70 and I 
anxious for retirement. 
After Sh im s 
comes J; lice Brown, aged 66. 
Brewer ! 
is 65. 
Tee khan) 
64. M cKenna 
59 and 
White, “the baby of the bench,” will be 
57 next November. 
The average age of 
the court 
as at 
present 
constituted, 
with H olm es (61) in 
place 
of Gray, Is 
about 64 years, which Is two years b e­ 
low the average hitherto. 
The average 
age of former chief justices on death or 
retirement 
w as a little 
more than 70 
years. 
Taney, 
tho oldest chief justice, liv­ 
ed 
to the age of 87, and the youngest, 
John Jay, retired at 50 and lived to 79. 
The oldest associate justice—-Duvall of 
Maryland—resigned 
at 84 and lived to 
the 
great 
age of 96. 
The 
youngest 
—Curtis—w as appointed a t the age of 
42 and resigned at 48. 
None of the chief Justices except per­ 
haps Taney lived to "lag superfluous 
on the stag**," although Marshall com ­ 
pleted 34 years in his term and Taney 
29- 
Of the associate Justices the late 
venerable Stephen J. 
Field held 
the 
record when he retired not only for 
length of service—-34 
years 
and 
six 
m onths—but as the oldest member, he 
having survived two whole courts. He 
died In 1899 at the age of 83. 
If Chief Justice Fuller should avail 
him self of the privilege under the law 
of retiring at the age of 70 upon full 
pay pension after ten years* service, 
his term would then have exceeded the 
average o f his predecessors. 
J ay sat 
six years, R utledge one year. Ellsworth 
three years, Chase ten years. Marshall 
34 years, Taney 29 years and W aite 14 
years. Chief Justice Fuller has already 
sat as m any y e a rs—14—as his Immedi­ 
ate 
predecessor, W aite, and, 
having 
garnered honors w ithout stint, is cer­ 
tainly entitled to a peaceful ending for 
his old age.

He told him that the toe would 
have to come off and that it would not 
be painful if he would only hold still 
for the chloroform. 
He told him als' 
about every lie he could think of cx*- 
cept that he would Uke the sensation 
Finally the negro said he would cut 
off his own tot lf the doctor would give 
him the knife, and the surgeon agreed, 
providing he would cut it off as direct­ 
ed. 
He did so, and it upset half a 
dozen men who were used to seeing all 
kinds of things much more grewsome. 
In fact, one of the attendants fainted 
at the sight,

R E M A R K A B L E F O R T IT U D E OF A 


S U F F E R IN G MAN. 


“Much has been written of the forti­ 
tude shown by wounded soldiers on the 
battlefield,” said an am bulance surgeon 
to a reporter the other day, “but there 
are instances of brieve endurance of 
terrible suffering In dally life which no 
battlefield hero could excel. 
None has 
better opportunity for noting this than 
the surgeons who respond to the hurry 
calls for am bulances. 
“One of the m ost 
remarkable 
in ­ 
stances of a display of nerve which I 
ever w itnessed,’’ continued 
the 
Bur­ 
geon, “w as In the case of an old man 
who w as terribly burned In the Del- 
m ater Iron works In E ast 14th s t r e e t , 
New York, some years ago. 
H e was 
over 60 years old and w as engaged with 
a number of fellow workmen In pour­ 
ing a huge pot of molten 
iron 
into 
molds when he slipped and fell into the 
w hite hot metal. 
Alm ost instantly he 
w as grabbed and pulled out 
of 
the 
frightful bath, but 
his 
burns 
were 
frightful. 
"His left thigh had been eaten off 
alm ost the Instant It struck the fluid. 
One of his feet had slipped into the 
vessel in 
the instinctive struggle he 
made to free himself, and splotches of 
the liquid Iron had burned him here 
and 
there on 
the arm 
and on the 
lower part of the leg. 
So hot was the 
metal that as the m a n s foot slipped 
Into It the shoe disappeared and no 
trace of it wag ever found.

ticle of clothing had been burned off 
wherever the molten Iron had touched- 
’ I did w hat I could for the old man 
on the spot and then hurried him Into 
the ambulance, not believing there w as 
one chance in a 
hundred of 
’bringing 
him in’ alive. 
On the w ay he remained 
lying on the stretcher, his lips com ­ 
pressed, pale as death, and his breast 
heaving 
with 
the dreadful effort of 
suppressing the agony within, yet not 
even a sigh escaped him. 
”1 leaned over him and asked him if 
he wanted anything. 
With an effort 
that showed the pent up agon y which 
was threatening to burst him he cried 
out almost at the top of his voice; 
“ ‘Thanks, doctor—oh, God.’ 
“It alm ost sickened me to w atch the 
suffering of the old man, and I w a s 
used to seeing som e pretty hard sights 
at that. I left m y seat and knelt beside 
him os the ambulance tore 
over

pavement and forced open the clenched 
fists of the man and put my own hands

lf any one had prophesied a year ago 
that the present hopeful condition ot

But the prospects there are brighter 
than any Boer or British optimist had 
ventured to predict. 
The Hoers have 
accepted what the arbitrament of war 
has brought them. They are now ready 
to set their hands to the great work of 
reconstruction 
and 
push 
along 
the 
w heels of progress to the extent of 
their ability. They obtained good terms 
when they treated for peace, and the 
old distrust that once existed between 
Boer and Briton has passed away, g iv ­ 
ing place to a sentim ent of mutual re­ 
spect. 
Since peace w as proclaimed and the 
country thrown open to immigration it 
bas become evident that there will be a 
freedom of m ovem ent and development 
in South Africa that never existed be­ 
fore. 
The old Boer view w as Insular 
and restricted. 
The new British view 
has a worldwide horizon. There will he 
no uplanders In the Mouth Africa of 
the future. 
Much restrictions as will 
he placed upon trade and 
agriculture 
will be shared by all alike without re­ 
gard to nationality. 
Lord Milner’s tax 
of IO per cent, on the gold miners* pro­ 
fits and the concessions made to the 
Boers, such 
sh allowing them to u s e 
D utch 
In 
their schools, giving 
them 
$15,000,000 with which to 
rebuild 
their 
burned farm houses and replenish their 
devastated 
estates, 
all 
indicate 
the 
trend of things. 
An era of good will as 
well as peace has been inaugurated. 
British Mouth Africa as now being re­ 
constructed, after expansion by terri­ 
tory gained from the Boers, will 
be 
about a million square miles In a r e a , 
three-fourths of which Is a r e a d y pro­ 
vided with civilised Institutions. 
The 
remaining quarter million square miles, 
lying mainly north of the Zambesi. 
Is 
considered 
nu 
remarkably 
promising 
for exploitation, with 
Indications 
of 
vast agricultural 
and mineral wealth 
and 
Inhabited 
chiefly 
by aboriginal 
people. 
It 
may nett be a fine field 
for 
individual 
enterprise, 
owing to 
the 
natural 
obstacles 
In the w ay. but it 
w ill probably be opened up and worked 
by 
great companies, 
som ew hat after 
the manner 
pursued by Rhodes In his 
territorial conquests. 
These 
companies 
will probably 
be 
operated 
by 
the 
man who was once 
Rhodes’ partner, 
the original projec­ 
tor of m any of his great enterprises, 
who still survives and is 
a factor im ­ 
portance in the development of 
South 
Africa. 
This man. 
of 
course, ip Al­ 
fred Belt, the world’s great and 
only 
billionaire. 
He Is a quiet, unassum ing 
man of German extraction and Is now 


just under 50, having 
come to 
Africa 
when only 22 or thereabout. 
Hts sue 
cess 
In oonnolidatitq 
the 
Kimberley 
mines so that he and Cecil Rhodes and 
a few others controlled their output and 
had a grip on m o n than 90 per cent, of 
the world's 
diamond 
products is 
a 
tale oft told and well known, lie is now 
back 
in South 
Africa, 
with the 
old 
schemes sizzling In his brain and fully 
resolved 
to carry 
to their conclusion 
the 
plans he 
and Rhodes formulated 
many years ago. 
He is behind nearly all the great en ­ 
terprises, such as Beira, Rhodesia and 
Heohuanaland 
railways, 
the 
Rand 
mines, 
tho Consolidated Diamond, etc. 
Probably no one man except Lord Mil­ 
ner, the high commissioner and govern­ 
or In chief 
of the colonies. Will 
have 
so much to do with Mouth A frica’s im­ 
mediate future at Belt. 
Among the 
projected 
schem es is 
that 
vast*, and 
much vaunted “Cape 
to Cairo" 
rail­ 
road. 
More thnn one-half Its 5060 miles 
a r e already covered, find one may now 
ride In palace ears from the C ap e to 
Buiuwayo, a distance of 1400 miles. 
The actual ruler of 
Mouth 
Africa, 
Lord Milner, has been connected with 
the country In a diplomatic capacity 
for the past five years. 
The estimation 
In which he is held at home is shown 
by his being created n viscount this 
year and given a free hand to do as he 
pleases- 
"Lay broad and 
deep 
the 
foundations of a united Mouth Africa, 
as free. as prosperous and loyal as the 
sister federations of Canada and A us­ 
tralia,” w as the s<d<- Injunction given 
him by Colonial Secretary ch a m b er­ 
lain. 
The Hoers claim that it w as a m is­ 
taken policy on the part of Great Bri­ 
tain to deprive them of their firearms 
and allow 
the Kaffirs to 
retain 
the 
guns that 
one side 
or 
the other hau 
given them during the war. 
Now the 
Kaffirs, m any of them, have fled to t v 
mountains and isolated hills and are 
likely to descend at any time upon the 
farms and 
mines 
The policy of 
the 
Boers w as to keep the Kaffirs under 
firm control and make them ’’toe the 
mark," but the British have been mon* 
lenient. 
H aving had a taste of free­ 
dom. the blacks are loath to return to 
service, but prefer to roam 
over 
the 
country and hunt, and specially seem 
Inclined to hunt their former task m as­ 
ters, the Boers- 
More than 75 per cent, of Mouth Afri­ 
ca’s population Is composed of Kaffir 
natives, mainly black and barbarous, 
and if they rise 
against 
the 
whites 
there will ensue a war of 
races 
that 
m ay devastate Mouth Africa anew and 
hamper development. 
The Kaffirs are 
greatly needed as laborers on the farms 
and In the mines.

Are there any pastim es so enjoyable 
and Invigorating as skating and coast­ 
ing? 
Despite the fact that the boyo 
and girls like the rum m er with its va­ 
cation, yet the sports of winter r ain 
more enjoyable. 
The boys and girls 
of this city are lucky in having plenty 
of places to coast and skate 
Many of 
these places, however, ere dangerous, 
though to some th 're is no snort in 
coasting unless one has to use skill or 
in skating unless he has to cross c ra­ 
dle holes and thin iert. 
The children of O n trn lv ille are es­ 
pecially fortunate in having fin'1 places 
to coast, though Centralville in not so 
free for coasting at the present time ar­ 
il was IO or 12 years ago. Of late years 
ie police have put a stop to coasting 
the hills running off Bridge street, 
but despite the order of the police 
these hills are crowded day and night 
when the coasting Is rood. 
Sixth street hill w rs one of the finest 
strips for coasting in the ottv up to a 
few' years ago. when the police placed 
restrictions on it. 
Starting at the res­ 
ervoir In Beacon 
street, 
the children 
had a hazardous but speedy ride to 
the foot of the hill in Bridge street and 
when there wa" a good crust on the 
ground the coasters could go across 
Bridge street and down W est Sixth 
street to the w ater works. 
Of course 
It was dangerous on account of the 
many side streets and especially d a n ­ 
gerous in crossing Bridge 
street 
and 
many children have encountered ex­ 
perience* that they will remember all 
through life. 
Many of the timid coasters took to 
the largo fields in and around Beacon 
arid Methuen streets which afforded 
plenty of 
pleasure, while 
Reservoir 
street w rs m o th e r favorite haunt for 
th** ch ild re. 
Probably one cf the most dangerous 
coasts resorted to was th rt 
on 
the 
Richardson property in the rear of the 
reservoir which had a term ination in 
the M errimack river near what Is now 
known as Mt. Pleasant. 
It was only 
the most daring that took this coast an 
It required plenty of skill in handling 
the sled or double runner in m aking 
the sharp turns and 
Jounces 
This 
coast was nearly a mile In length, 
starting in the rear of Mr 
R ichard­ 
son's house. 
There were several sharp 
turns to be made and also a num ber 
of Jounces which som etim es were two 
and three feet in height. 
W hen the 
river was frozen the coasters would 
steer their sleds on to the lee and the 
momentum they received coming down 
the steep Incline would sometimes send 
them a quarter or half a mile <k#wn the 
ice. 
More than one sled and double 
runner has found a place In the bottom 
of th* Merrimack river and the coast­ 
ers received a good ducking In the 
w ater when making this perilous ride, 
but luckily no one ever got drowned. 
It did not take very long to make this 
trip down, but the return we a a long 
and tiresome task, the ground being 
very hilly and slippery. 
The children of 
Paw tucketvtlle also 
have plenty of good places to try their 
sleds, there 
being m any large 
fields 
with steep 
hills. 
Rowers 
street 
hill 
was a short 
but sweet ride and 
thin 


place 
even during 
late winters 
I val 
been packed with coaster*. 
Tho ride 
streets 
running 
from Nesm ith atreet 
a (ford the children of Belvidere plenty 
of am usem ent while some of 
the more 
daring enjoy them selves on 
the steep 
incline of Mansur street, which starts 
at 
Belmont avenue and 
leasts acrawl 
W entworth 
avenue. 
In 
and 
around 
F ort Hill park is also a great haunt f ^ r 
the coasters, though it is too danger 
ous for the timid ones. 
As for skating, there are plenty 
of 
ponds and lakes and rivers to give the 
young and old a good time. 
The Mer 
rimaok river 
Is the favorite 
haunt of 
the skaters, thousands of people enjoy 
lug a skate on a Sundaj-. 
While 
the 
m ajority bf the people confine them 
selves to 
that portion of the river be 
tween the Paw tucket falls and Middle 
sex Village num erous skaters go up as 
far as Tyngaboro and N ashua. 
On 
day when the wind is blowing a good 
gale down 
the river, 
St has been the 
custom 
f<<r ti num ber of the 
boys to 
ride to the up-river city and skate back 
with the 
wind, using their open coats 
to cr t h the Hind, while many are pro­ 
vided with : ells. The skating between 
Lowell and In” ranee 
1°. very seldom 
good, as It Is only during a short time 
of the year th ut. this part of the rive - is 
frozen strong enough to hold 
the skat 
ors. this portion freezing only In short 
strips. 
The Concord 
river also 
nttra cts 
goad ninny 
skaters in that section of 
the city and In generally covered with 
Ire 
before the 
Merrimack. 
When It 
come* to still water, lake Mascuople is 
tim f a v o r i t e resort of th° skaters. Thin 
sheet o f w ater 
when frozen 
Is kent 
clear pc snow until the le« melt a. There 
e-r m any 
small 
brooks nod 
ponds 
through the 
city m d suburbs 
which 
are frequented by timid skaters. 
All 
in all, the 
children of th ’s cliv 
are well

lin Printing Trode Union. 
Tie contradicts 
the popular belief that the printing trade 
Is particularly unhealthy. 
“Lend dust in 
Itself does not belong to the class of dust 
which lr dangerous to the respiratory cr­ 
eams, aft for < xnmple, iron dust, etc., 
which is apt to conduce much to ulcera­ 
tions or tub* rep Ion lr af tho lungs. 
It is 
ony somewhat Irritating to the respira­ 
tory organs in general." 
In support of 
this thesis are adduced statistics which 
show that, while fifty-nine per cent. 
of 
deaths among iron laborers and beventy- 
<dght per cent, among metal grinders tiro 
due to consumption, only fort,v-«ix per 
cent. of printers die of pulmonary di­ 
sease- which is only elevon per cent. in 
execs- of the general average. 
It is further stated that the cause of the 
prevalence of pulmonary and laryngeal 
diseases in the printing trades Is to be 
sought In the fact that persons with weak 
corat Rut lone are always Inclined to enter 
'this I rode In preference to fliers which 
require greater physical 
strength.

support of this statement are given tho 
lr tercstihg statistics of the Hoard of Med­ 
ical Examiners of the Leipsic Printing 
Tri de Association on the bodily condi­ 
tions of applicants for apprenticeship. 
Siree* IHC the hi aril lins rejected 46 of a 
total number of 750 applicant*; on account 
of weakness, of the respiratory organs, 
ll, genera! weakness, 6. heart disease, fl; 
weak nom) of eyesight. 12; color blindness,

The statistics of Dr Hetmar.n tire tak­ 
en from tile medical observations of about 
five or six thousand em ploys In printing 
offices during n period of three yea-s.

Bacteriological Depart 
ment Kept Busy 


D R. THOM AS B. SM ITH. 


Dr. 
Smith Daily Identifies all 
Kinds of Microbes for Local 
Physicians—Sketch of His In­ 
teresting Work in the Attic of 
City Hall 


Of all the departm ents which the city 
m aintains in its municipal building for 
the public weal, none perhaps attracts less 
attention for the amount of good it does 
than 
the 
bacteriological 
department, 
through 
the 
medium 
of 
which local 
physicians receive the greatest assistance 
in determining and dealing w ith infectious 


diseases and, incidentally, the danger to 
the general public from these dread ail­ 
ments Is lessened considerably. 
In olden days infectious diseases were 
discovered by purely clinical 
sym ptom s 
and had time to make great inroads into 
tne system ere they 
were 
identified, 
but now through the medium of bacteriol­ 
ogy the discase germ is promptly discov­ 
ered, identified an d destroyed and 
the 
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death rates have become correspondingly 
lower. 
The bacteriological department at thi 
city is yet In a state of development as 
are ail similar departments in other cities 
for bacteriology In medicine is of compar 
atlveiy recent origin. 
The science Itself 
is a modern one and dates back to the in 
vontion of the microscope. 
Its advance 
has followed the growth of the microscope 
tor bacteria can be seen only under the 
microscope and as the power of that in 
strument has increased the scope of tho 
et tidy of bacteriology has become much 
greater. 
Bacterial life ie the most abundant 
life in the world. 
Its abundance gives 
it its importance. 
The single microbe is 
the sm allest and feeblest form of life but 
its power of multiplication is unlimited 
Bacteria are on the border line of animal 
and vegetable life. 
Most of them are 
necessary and favorable to life and some 
of the most Important processes In life 
nre carried on by them. 
They make our 
butter and cheese 
and vinegar 
and 
through their agency linen is made, that 
is, the flax fibre is obtained. 
Compara­ 
tively few of them are dangerous in 
h o 
much as they produce disease, and it Is 
with these few that medical science has 
to deal. 
These bacte ria which are popu­ 
larly knf wf. as microbes or germs live on 
our bodies as parasites and in obtaining 
their food they either rob us of some im 
portant part or fill us with poison. 
In 
diphtheria, for instance, the organism lo­ 
cates in the throat and proceeds to grow 
forming a dangerous ulceration, and sends 
through the circulation a powerful poison 
which generally causes the death of the 
patient. The anti-toxin used in diphtheria 
cases is an antidote for the poison. In con­ 
sumption or tuberculosis of the lungs, the 
organism is found In the air and carried 
into the lungs where In a remote comer 
it growls as mould grows on cheese. In 
growing it sets up an inflammation and 
breaks down the lung tissue. The patient 
dies partly from the poison of the germ 
but principally because of air starvation. 
The first disease breeding bacillus was 
discovered In 1854 and 22 years later It was 
connected with a specific disease known 
as anthrax, a discase common to anim als 
and among hitmans knowui 
as 
”Wool- 
Sorters’ disease.” 
The work of identify­ 
ing the germ after it has been discovered 
has been slow and difficult and hence the 
science Itself Is yet only in a stage of 
development. 
In 1882 Koch discovered the tubercles 
which breed tuberculosis and In 1883 the 
bacillus of 
diphtheria was determined. 
Year after year different and distinct di­ 
sease breeding germs have been discover­ 
ed and identified, the work of identifica­ 
tion being exceedingly difficult end con­ 
sequently slow. 
Only a week ago, the 
press of the country announced what is 
claimed to he the discovery of the cholera 
Infantum bacillus. 


L O W E L L ’S LABORATORY. 


In 1894, follow ing the exam ple of B os­ 
ton. on account of the Increasing im - 
j or ta nee of bacteriology In m edicine, 
as a m eans 
of 
diagnosis, this 
city 
opened a laboratory for the exam in a­ 
tion of throat cultures for the pres­ 
ence of the diphtheria bacilli and in­ 
stalled it on the top floor of C ity H all 
with the late Dr. Cibaries L. F ox in 
charge. 
The latter held the position 
for four years up to the tim e of his 
t agic death, and w as succeeded by the 
present 
incum bent, 
Dr. 
T hom as 
B. 
Pmith, under w hose adm inistration it 
has passed through a stage of w onder­ 
ful developm ent- 
A t the present tim e 
It is unsurpassed by any sim ilar esta b ­ 
lishm ent in N ew E ngland. 
The laboratory w hich is a large airy 
room is com pletely equipped and Its 
appointm ents 
include 
sterilizers 
for 
preparing m aterial and sterilizin g the 
utensils, a stock of culture m edia upon 
w hich the bacteria m ay 
be 
grow n, 
th em icals and dyes used to prepare the 
bacteria tot m icroscopic inspection, an 
incubator in w hich the bacteria 
are 
c .titivated and a high power m icroscope 
under w hich the bacteria are id en ti­ 
fied. 
W hile 
the original purpose o f the 
departm ent w as to exam ine throat cu l­ 
tures for the presence of diphtheria, its 
usefu lness h as gradually increased and 
1 1 addition to 
the 
diphtheria 
work, 
sputum is exam ined for the presence 
of the consum ption germ, blood for ty ­ 
phoid fever and m alaria, and It Is now 
prepared to do any other work In that 
line which m ay be required of It. 
The work o f exam ing throat cultures 
Is the principal occupation 
o f 
Dr. 
Sm ith at present. 
In the office of the
